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DETAILED ACTION 


Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 55-1 00 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This invention 
deals with an electrical cable, wherein the electrical cable comprises a conductor, a 
layer of insulation, and a material flowable at about 25°C between the conductor and 
insulation layer which provides self-sealing properties to the cable wherein the material 
is polyisobutene and a method of forming such an electrical cable (claim 55 and 59) 
and a method of producing an electrical cable having the self-sealing material which is 
polyisobutene (claims 70 and 72-73). This invention also deals with an electrical cable 
consisting essentially of a material which is flowable at about 25°C and is a dielectric 
that does not substantially absorb moisture or swell upon contact with moisture (claim 
74). This invention also deals with the method of making the cable and method of 
imparting to a cable, comprising the steps of forming a self-repairing material (i.e. inner 
layer) which is flowable at about 25°C and is a dielectric that does not substantially 
absorb moisture or swell upon contact with moisture (claims 84, 97, and 99-100). The 
above stated claim limitations, in combination with other claim limitations, is not taught 
or suggested by the prior art of record. 
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Interference 

3. All claims are allowable. However, due to a potential interference, ex parte 
prosecution is SUSPENDED. After determination and verification of the case by 
Special Program Examiners, the application will therefore be notified of the interference 
initiation.
